He said he would not oppose 
any of these Reform measures and 
offered to do all he could to hurry 
proceedings and limit talk so that 
these bills dealing with Unemploy- 
ment insurance, pensions and etc. 
which Mr. Bennett had promised over 
the Radio could pass the House and 


would be no delay on 
Constitutional difficulties. 

Mr. Bennett replied at length. He 
explained that the programme was 
not for vote getting but was the fuy- 
ther unfolding of his plan, He point- 
ed out that a Reciprocity Treaty was 
being arranged with the U.S.A. and 
indicated that the details would be 
made known in a very short time. 
The people of the West will hope to 
see the American duty removed on 
‘our cattle going to the states. He 
strongly defended the Empire Agree- 
ments stating that they had saved 
Canada. He also seemed to indicate 
that there would be no general elec- 
tion until next fall although, of 
course, no definite announcement was 
made.

ALBERTA’S WINTER CLIMATE 


The departing month of January will carry into the record 
a period of low temperature in Alberta that has not been 
equalled for many years. Even the ‘‘chinook belt,’’ which can 
usually look for a mild wind to bring relief when the rest of 
the prairies are victims of King Frost, had an unusually long | 
run of severe cold weather. 

When finally the magic are of clouds, denoting the pros- 
pect of a chinook, did appear in the western heavens, the wan 
householder, overworked with stoking duties, sighed in relief. 
A breathing spell was in sight. 

The chinook winds are unpopular in the summer. They do 
irreparable harm to growing crops. But in winter time their 
mild presence is a godsend. They shoot the temperature up 
with remarkable rapidity and melt the snow drifts like the 
rays of the summer sun. 

Southern Alberta people are quite proud of their Chinook 
breezes in wintertime. They provide the southern portion of | 
the province with a winter climate unexcelled on the prairies, 
at least. We even think our Alberta winter climate is a big im- 
provement on that of eastern Canada, and sometimes rivals 
of far-famed California. :

“It is a serious moment, and no man can feel an indifference 
—which, happily, no man pretends to feel—in the issue of 
events. 

“Of our own troubles no man can see the end. They are, 
fortunately, as yet mainly commercial; and if we are to lose 
money, and by painful poverty to be taught wisdom—the wis- 
dom of honor, of faith, of sympathy, and of charity—no man 
need seriously to despair. And yet the very haste to be rich, 
which is the occasion of this widespread calamity, has also 
tended to destroy the moral forces with which we are to resist 
and subdue the calamity.”

In consequence of an 
Hospitals Act and new 
the following rules will

amendment to the Municipal 
rulings by the Hospital Board, 
apply from January Ist, 1933: 


Any ratepayer whose tax for Hospital purposes does 
not amount to six dollars will be required to pay the 
difference between such tax and the sum of six 
dollars to the secretary-treasurer before the 15th 
DAY OF FEBRUARY in each year, failing which he 
will not be entitled to the dollar per day rate for the 
entire year. 


Any resident non-ratepayer desiring the privilege of 
the ratepayer’s dollar per day rate must pay the sum 
of six dollars to the secretary-treasurer before the 


15th DAY OF FEBRUARY in each year. 


Any limited company or partnership which main- 
tains a business within the Hospital District may ap- 
point, in writing, its duly authorized representative 
to receive the ratepayer’s privilege providing its tax 
for Hospital purposes amounts to the sum of six 
dollars or makes up such tax to the sum of six dollars 
to the secretary-treasurer before the 15th DAY OF 
FEBRUARY in each year. 


Any person moving into the Hospital District within 
any calendar year may, upon proving three months’ 
residence and upon payment of the fee of six dollars 
within one month thereafter be entitled to the 
dollar a day rate for the remainder of that year. 


Any person claiming admission as a ratepayer must 
produce his most recent tax notice or his receipt 
from the secretary-treasurer as aforesaid, for in- 
spection; otherwise the Hospital Board reserves the 
right of refusing such person the ratepayers’ privil- 
ege of the dollar a day rate. 


Any person seeking admission as a patient must be 
prepared to pay up to a week’s services in advance. 
The Hospital Board reserves the right to refuse 


admission to any patient failing to comply with 
this rule. 


Every resident of the District coming under rules 
No. 1 and No. 2 must be a CONTINUOUS HOS- 
PITAL SUPPORTER and those omitting to pay the 
premium in any year or years will not be eligible 
for the minimum rate until all arrears of premiums 
have been paid.
